CHICAGO, June 27 (AP).—

Sewall told reporters that he 
had moved unsuccessfully in the 
meeting to eliminate from the dec- 
laration the final phrase of an 
assertion that “we shall seek to

state.” 

Willkie and a group of 15 Re- 
publican Governors, which includ- 
ed Sewall and Forrest C. Donnell 
of Missouri, had complained that 
this and the “peace forces” provi- 
sion were ambiguous. Willkie 
charged that the plank might 
mean “no international organiza- 
tion at all.” 

Rejeciing all of these protests, 
the committee made public imme- 
diately about one-third of a plat- 
form—expected to run nearly 3500 
words in length—vwpbich it planned 
to lay before the GSnvention at a 
session late this afternoon.

“We cannot guess how many 
wounded wil] be returned from 
the invasion fronts for hospitaliza- 
tion,” said the spokesman, “but 
we have had to anticipate that 10 
times as many will be transported 
as in the preinvasion period.”

New Soviet Victory Won 
at Top of Bulge Below 
Vitebsk—Other Forces 
Are Closing in on Bo- 
bruisk. 


LONDON, June 27 (AP).—Soviet 
forces have captured Orsha, Ger- 
man base 47 miles south of Vi- 
tebsk, Premier Stalin announced 
tonight in a broadcast order of 
the day. 

The Russian army that crashed 
into the stronghold at the north- 
ern tip of the 150-mile German 
bulge in White Russia was one of 
four converging on Minsky, which. 
is on the route to Warsaw and 
Germany. Orsha itself is on the 
Moscow-Minsk-Warsaw railway. 

Moscow dispatches gaid the Rus- 
sians also were closing in on Mo- 
gilev and Bobruisk, other bases 
forming the bulge, and that the 
entire Nazi salient appeared to be 
collapsing under one of the most: 
terrific air assaults of the war 
and steam-roller blows by the at- 
tacking armies. Mogilev is 90 
miles south of Vitebsk and Bobru- 
isk 70 miles southwest of Mogilev.

14,331BritishTroops Killed in Italy 
Upto June 4, Churchill Announces 


LONDON, June 27 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill told the House 
of Commons today that total Brit- 
ish casualties from the time of 
the landings in Italy until the fall 
of Rome amounted to 73,122 
killed, wounded and missing. 

The period covered represents a 
total of about 10 months of fight- 
ing ending June 4, during which 
time the British participated in 
many major engagements, includ- 
ing the battles of Cassino and the 
Anzio beachhead, 


Churchill said his figures includ- 
ed 14,331 killed, 47,966 wounded 
and 10,825 missing. 

Figures on air force and naval 
losses during this period were not 
available, 

Churchill said the over-all cas- 
ualties for the British forces for the 
fitst four years of the war to-

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YANKS ON SAIPAN 
SHELL GARAPAN: 
JAP RESISTANCE 

GROWS FIERCER 


Showdown Battle Be- 
lieved to Be Impending 
—Best Air Field, Big- 
gest Harbor and High- 
est Peak in U.S. Hands. 


UNITED STATES PACIFIC 
FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Pearl 
Harbor, June 27 (AP).—American 
soldiers and Marines, who already 
have captured Saipan’s best air- 
drome, biggest harbor and high- 
est mountain, fought today for its 
largest town—Garapan, peace- 
time capital of the Japanese 
Marianar, 

American artillery rockec Gara- 
pan for several hours with the 
heaviest barrage yet laid down 


by Saipan shore guns. 

A dispatch from Howard Han- 
dleman, representing the combined 
American press, said Japanese in- 
fantry resistance stiffened all 
along the front as Marine and 
Army forces reached a sector pos- 
sibly chosen for the beginning of 
Japan's last-ditch defense. 

Handleman said five heavily de- 
fended Japanese pockets had been 
by-passed on Mt. Tapotchau, from 
whose peak the American line 
pivots to the beaches on the east- 
ern and western sides of the 
island, and that the pocketed Japa- 
nese were harassing the American 
advance from cave positions, 

Strong Defenses. 

The Americans have captured 
the peak of 1554-foot Mt. Tapot- 
chau, but Handleman said those 
who wondered at Japanese aban- 
donment of strong defenses on its 
southern slopes were beginning to 
believe even stronger defenses 
were ahead and that the Japanese 
were about to end their delaying 
tactics and begin a battle of in- 
fantry masses, 

The Japanese defense line bends 
from the north slopes of Tapot- 
chau down into Garapan on the 
west and through Donnay village 
on the east shore. 

Snipers and machine gunners 
hiding in Garapan houses and cel- 
lars fought patrols venturing be- 
yond American lines 10 blocks into 
the southern outskirts of the town. 

“Saipan, already ranking with 
the roughest Pacific battles, 
threatens to develop into a terrible 
campaign of bloodletting, with 
fighting in streets, houses, moun- 
tains, forests and canefields, com- 
bining the worst terrain features 
of all the Pacific battlefronts,” 
Handleman wrote. 

Yanks Have Advantage. 

The Japanese still hold about 
half the island, giving both forces 
room for maneuvering, although 
the Americans hold every speed 
advantage because of superior 
mechanization and newly im- 
proved roadways. Although Amer- 
icans continue to hold complete 
sea and air superiority, the enemy 
is still making light night raids. 

Aside from a carrier task force 
raid on Guam and Rota Islands 
in the Marianas Saturday, there 
were no reports of fleet activity. 
The Japanese fleet, which ven- 
tured out toward Gaum last week 
only to take a tremendous beat- 
ing in plane and ship losses, pre- 
sumably has retired to the Philip- 
pines for repairs. 

In the strike at two airstrips on 
Guam, seven enemy planes were 
destroyed on the ground and 10 
to 12 damaged. Two aircraft were 
destroyed on the ground at Rota. 
Destruction of the nine planes 
raised to 756 the number of air- 
craft sacrificed in Japan's desper- 
ate but futile efforts to stem the 
Saipan invasion. 

86 Tanks Destroyed. 

Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, com- 
mander in chief of the Pacific 
fleet, announced that 36 Japanese 
tanks had been destroyed and 44 
captured since American assault 
forces stormed onto Saipan June 
14. 

Three coast defense guns were 
seized in the advance that placed 
Magicienne Bay in American 
hands. 

In the preinvasion bombard- 
ment, American warships hit Sai- 
pan with more than 5000 tons of 
explosives. In addition hundreds 
of tons of bombs were dropped by 
planes.

Port’s Capacity. 

Cherbourg handled more than 
14,000,000 tons of shipping a year 
in. peace time and discharged

Cherbourg’s outer harbor alone 
covers 1250 acres of water and 
will hold more than 100 of the 
largest merchant ships. The port 
provides a safe anchorage even 
in the roughest weather, 

Once the harbor is clear of 
sunken obstructions, or their po- 
sitiong charted, and the mines and 
other explosives neutralized, the 
port can be used to pour in sup- 
plies and troops aboard deep- 
water vessels without danger 
from wind and tide—the factors 
which have been impeding beach- 
head delivery.

In the face of the continuing 
robot attacks, two London news- 
papers — the Daily Express and 
the Daily Mail — are campaign- 
ing for a relaxation of the strict 
blackout. 

“Tf pilotless planes are to-re- 
place bombers, the sole original 
reason for the blackout will have 
gone,” said the Daily Mail. 

From Italy last night Allied 
bombers attacked the Aquila oil 
refinery at the Italian naval base 
of Trieste as a follow-up to yes- 
terday’s daylight attacks by Amer- 
ican Flying Fortresses and Lib- 
erators on oil installations and 
an aircraft plant in the Vienna 
area, 

The Shell oil refinery at Kor- 
neuburg, north of Vienna, the 
largest in Austria, was heavily 
hit, and similar destruction was 
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reported to refineries at Moos- 
bierbaum, Schwacht, Winterhafen, 
Lonbon and Floridsdorfer. In the 
Floridsdorfer rail yards many 
tank cars were hit and destroyed. 

The enemy sent up every avail- 
able type of aircraft, many of 
them firing streams of rockets at 
the American invaders. 
| Forty-four Allied warplanes, 36 
(of them heavy bombers, were loat 
‘in the Mediterranean operations, 
but at least 55 German aircraft 
were destroyed, most of them on 
the run into Austria. 

Ten grounded enemy planes 
'were destroyed by Spitfires which 
strafed a landing ground at Za- 
greb, Yugoslavia, bringing the 
‘total German loss to at least 65.

Gov. Warren’s Fanfare 


Gov. Warren’s keynote speech is in the familiar 
pattern of such documents—a lurid chromo de- 
picting the Republican party as all that is wise 
and true and virtuous and the Democratic party 
as the evil agent through which the United States 
is descending to Chaos and Old Night. We shall 
hear its counterpart in reverse when the Demo- 
cratic keynoter rises to shout his faith under 
the Klieg lights some weeks hence. 

The politically independent citizen, the man 
who decides presidential elections, reading the 
partisan over-statements of keynoters, wonders 
whom they are disposed to fool and what pur- 
pose they really are supposed to achieve. Often, 
indeed, these speeches come under the head of 
humor—unconsciougs humor—but in such a way 
as hardly to win support from the independent- 
minded electorate. 

For example, Goy. Warren paints a glowing 
picture of those 26 states which now happen to 
have Republican Governors. Many of these Re- 
publican Governors have recently been elected; 
in some states, as in Gov. Dewey’s own New 
York, the Republican Governors have been pre- 
ceded by Democratic Governors whose good 
works their successors inherited. Yet Gov. War- 
ren makes the blanket statement that “in those 
states which are already Republican, you will 
find the record of public administration is pro- 
gressive, enlightened and in the public interest.” 

From this he proceeds to the absurdity: 

To win the war in the alr, those Republican 
states have been called on to produce more 
than 81 per cent of all our airplanes. To 
win the war at sea, those states have been 
called on to produce more than 76 per cent 
of all our ships. To win the war on land, 
those states have been called on to prodpice 
more than &7 per cent of all our ordnance— 
and more than 83 per cent of all our other 
fighting equipment. 

We have heard about Dr. Win-the-War, con- 
tinues the Governor, and it is clear from the 
record of these states “that Dr. Win-the-War is 
a Republican.” In other words, the fact that the 
great industrial areas of the United States chance 
to be in states with Republican Governors (al- 
though many of them previously had Democratic 
Governors) leads the California Governor to 
credit his party with turning out the bulk of 
war materials. 

If this were not silly, it would be dangerous. 
If the Governor’s speech were open to interpella- 
tion, someone might ask him which is more im- 
portant, men or materials; might ask him if he 
would apply the same political yardstick to the 


.men who pilot the planes, navigate the ships and 


shoot the guns. If it should turn: out that 
Democrats are in the majority, would that prove 
that Dr. Win-the-War is a Democrat? 

There are, of course, many good things in Mr. 
Warren's speech. He is in favor of providing 
jobs for our service men after the war. But who 
isn't? He adds that he means “money-making 
jobs in private industry,” not Government jobs. 
Good enough. All Americans—Republicans, 
Democrats and Mugwumps—would rise and shout 
“Hosanna!” if private industry can handle post- 
war employment by itself. 

Mr. Warren thinks the war should be won as 
quickly as possible. No argument. He thinks 
the peace should be lasting, based upon realities 
and not upon mere words. Who will say him nay? 

In one place, the Californian cagily departs 
from his paean of partisanship to say: 


There has been progress in every decade of 
American history. Progress is an American 
habit. We do not propose to deny the pro- 
gress that has been made during the last 
decade. Neither do we aim to repeal it. 
Whatever its source, if it is good, we will 
acknowledge it. If it is sound, we will build 
on it. If it is forward-looking, we will make 
use of it as we go forward from here. 


In plain English, the G. O. P. admits that the 
New Deal hag done some excellent things and it 
dare not tamper with them, 

In the next breath, however, the Governor 
charges that the New Deal has created a vast 
bureaucracy in Washington, and that, of course, 
is odious to all right-thinking people. But, like 
most Republicans who are given to blanket 
denunciation of that wicked thing known as 
bureaucracy, Gov. Warren does not say what 
bureaus he would abolish. 

Because of the growing complexity of govern- 
mental affairs—necessarily complex because of 
the growing complexity of society itself—we 
would have bureaucracy under Republicans just 
as we have it under Democrats, 

Finally, Mr. Warren finds the world out of 
joint, but unlike Hamlet, thinks the G. O. P. 
was born to set it right. His grandiose pros- 
pectus of what the country would be like once the 
ins are out and the outs are in would inspire 
the poet, stimulate the philosopher and make the 
average man caper in the street—if anyone 
could believe that to reach the millennium all 
we have do is vote the Republican ticket next 
November. 

After all, however, this was only a keynote 
speech set in the familiar pattern of over- 
emphasis, and it fitted an atmosphere of brass 
bands and bunting in Chicago Stadium. It was 
only the opening fanfare of a campaign that will 
produce more solid fodder to ruminate upon. 
Let’s let it go at that. 
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One Congressman charges the CIO Political Ac- 
tion Committee has a pipe line into the White 
House; and another says Westbrook Pegler has 
a pipe line to the Dies committee. No one sug- 
gested a pipe line to carry off the warm, humidi- 
fied air that rises when Congressmen assemble. 
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Mr. Willkie Speaks Out 


Wendell Willkie hag offered the Republican 
Resolutions Committee some sound and realistic 
advice on the party platform’s foreign-policy 
plank. The chances are that his advice will not 
be taken. This will be a misfortune for the Re- 
publican party, and for the American people. 

Mr. Willkie wants a clear and candid state- 
ment on postwar world organization, not a weasel- 
worded plank which can be construed to mean 
all things to all men, He is not merely theoriz- 
ing when he takeg this stand, for he cites the 
two-faced pronouncement of the 1920 platform, 
which captured a good many votes and then was 
proclaimed by President Harding to be meaning- 
less. 

A progressive, vigorous foreign-policy plank 
in the Republican platform would be a challenge 
to the Democrats when they convene next month. 
That party would be compelled to take a stand at 
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least as clear-cut as that of the G. O. P., if not 
more so. With both parties on record for an 
effective world organization to preserve the peace, 
the voters would be able to face the future with 
confidence. 
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Near-Miss Against Labor 


In some kinds of attack bombing, a near-miss 
is sometimes no less effective than a clean hit. 
The crewmen of the U. 8. 8S. Coos Bay who con- 
tributed $412 “to help pay the wage increase 
money-hunger strikers are demanding” missed 
their target because the particular strike was not 
over wages. But it may have been one of those 
effective near-misses. 

In a postscript, the donors said that if the par- 
ticular strike was over, “just choose another, 
There are always plenty at hand.” Which, un- 
fortunately, is still close to being true. 

It does not especially matter that a great many 
of the strikes are about issues entirely apart from 
increased compensation. The other possible mo- 
tives are no more acceptable to men who risk 
their lives—such motives as make men put down 
their tools over colored men working alongside 
white, distaste for a particular foreman, pretty 
questions whether hammer men or screw-driver 
men should perform some operation. In times of 
elemental life and death, such niceties become in- 
significant. Strikes play fast and loose with the 
lives of fighting men; period. 

Nor does it help the situation to have the local 
union president charge that the newspapers have 
misrepresented labor troubles to men in uniform, 
That charge is true only of the editorial and com- 
ment columns of a few reactionary papers aad 
the news columns of a still smaller number. Were 
all papers in complete sympathy with labor, war- 


time strikes would still be sabotage in the think- 


ing of fighting men. 

Nor does it help, even, to have President R. J. 
Thomas of the United Auto Workers point out 
that the strikes are entirely without headquarters 
authorization, and that labor organizations are 
supporting legislation for the benefit of war vet- 
erans. Indeed, such an utterance from Mr, Thom- 
as sounds a special note of desperation, for it is 
he, more eloquently than any other union leader, 


‘who has told organized labor that a fraction 


among its members is committing suicide on the 
whole body. 

The Coos Bay episode may conceivably have 
been “inspired” with propaganda intent. The 
Navy should investigate, and has announced its 
intention to do so. But whatever the particular 
state of facts may be, the general and essential 
fact remains: He who strikes while others die is 
helping to prepare a retribution that will fall on 
good and bad alike. Not in a generation has the 
old school which believes labor should be man- 
aged “like any other raw material” been given 
such comfort. 
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Plot Against Womankind ? 


First come, first served, limit of three pairs 
to the customer, positively no mail orders accept- 
ed, the United States Marshal at Greensboro, N. 
C., last week sold 5000 pairs of nylon stockings 
seized from black marketers. The casualty list 
is awaited with some dread. And one can only 
imagine with shudders what will happen on that 
D-day, some three months hence, when electric 
irong reappear in the stores. 

Confusion and carnage impend. The desire to 
rush a counter has been too long pent up not to 
create a tidal wave of embattled housewives when 
there is again something to rush for. As those 
days come back, men-folk will do well to stay 
off the streets, let alone go in the stores. 

Meanwhile and always, adepts at finding por- 
tents will no doubt scent a diabolical administra- 
tion plot against the lives, limbs and dignity of 
American women, Is this a sly attempt, for in- 
stance, or a veiled social experiment, to correct 
the national surplus of women by disabling some 
of them? 
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A Fine Tax-Reform Move 


The Constitutidnal Convention has taken one 
of its most progressive moves to date by approv- 
ing a proposal to gather the State’s scattered and 
assorted tax-collecting agencies into one central 
Department of Revenue. The Legislature, though 
urged to do so by the Governor last year, refused 
to adopt this reform, 

Missouri's present system is inefficient, politics- 
ridden and wasteful. The 14 major taxes are as- 
sessed by 13 different State and local agencies. 
They are collected by nine offices. Each of these, 
of course, maintaing a staff of employes, political- 
ly appointed, and their functions overlap one 
another. 

Unhappily, this forward step is taken as a 
concession to make up for the convention's recent 
rejection of the cabinet system. Missouri needs 
both reforms. It is not tgo late for the conven- 
tion to reconsider its stand for preserving this 
State’s clumsy six-Governor system, but the in- 
itiative is still available to the people if their 
delegates at Jefferson City refuse to act, 
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Senator Bridges of New Hampshire is still 
raising cain about that cruiser lent-leased to 
Russia. Why can’t the Senator just wait and 
cross his cruisers when he comes to them? 
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War of Gasoline 


When even good Americans read about the 
gasoline black market, about arrests of persons 
charged with counterfeiting and selling ration 
coupons, the offenses may not appear too, heinous, 
It is only when cheating on gasoline is appraised 
against the war’s vast needs for gasoline that 
the blackness of black marketing becomes truly 
apparent. 

When good Americans read about our troops’ 
successes on the fighting fronts, they should real- 
ize that for every ton of bombs dropped on Ber- 
lin or Yawata, 353 gallons of gasoline were re- 
quired; that every 100 miles of travel by a tank 
division requires 25,000 gallons of gasoline. 

We must realize that modern war is fought, 
and won or lost, on oil and its products—on gaso- 
line, not just in some abstract gallons, but the 
precise gallons that’ black-market buyers and 
sellers, through greed and selfishness, steal from 
the war fronts. 
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The Navy announces it is spending more than 
$1000 a minute to keep its planes in the air. 
Where are the charges of Wasteful Bureaucracy 
that generally greet such a statistic as this?

Two-thirds of the 110,000 persons of Nipponese ancestry put in 
camps after Pearl Harbor were U. S. citizens by birth, newspaper 
points out; not counting disloyal group, 50,000 still are confined; 
race prejudice is involved, and a wrong still remains to be righted. 


From the Milwaukee Journal 


In the excitement after Pearl Harbor, we 
rounded up 110,000 persons of Japanese an- 
cestry and put them in concentration 
camps. Two-thirds of them were Amer-~ 
icans by birth, 


The great majority of these persons are 
still in camps. By March of this year, only 
19,000 had been released and relocated; it 
is hoped that by the end of this year 20,000 
more can be relocated. 


Disregarding the evacuees at Tule Lake 
—among which are the disloyal—we will 
still have 50,000 persons of Japanese an- 
cestry in camps three years after Pearl 
Harbor! 


This is a disgrace. We might as well be 
honest with ourselves and admit that race 
prejudice is behind the situation—not a 
well-based fear of sabotage or espionage. 
We have the facts to look at now; we did 
not have them in December, 1941. 


None of Group Convicted 


No Japanese-American, either in Hawaii 
or on the mainland, has been convicted of 
either sabotage or espionage. This is the 
verdict after a two-year study of the ques- 
tion by Carey McWilliams, reporting in the 
pamphlet, “What About Our Japanese 
Americans?,” published by the Public Af- 
fairs Committee, a non-profit educational 
organization, 

There was a stated reason for the gen- 
eral evacuation order in 1941. It was to 
the effect that the loyal among Japanese- 
Americans could not immediately be sep- 
arated from the disloyal. Whether this was 
true, or whether the job of separation 
could have been done without uprooting 


the thousands we did uproot, is water un- 
der the bridge. 

The job to be done refers to here and 
now. If there were elements of error in 
the previous action, that is all the more 
reason why we should speed a sound so- 
lution now, The first objective of such a 
program must be to get all the loyal citi- 
zens of Japanese blood out of these camps 
and properly placed in American life, 


Soldiers of Japanese ancestry, trained at 
Wisconsin’s Camp McCoy, proved their loy- 
alty and worth through the fury with 
which they fought at Cassino. 


Many Killed in War 


On Memorial day, the Honolulu Adver- 
tiser printed a page of names of honored 
war dead from the islands. Of 240 names, 
163 are unmistakably Japanese. These men 
died for the United States. 


The list wag sent to us by a Journal 
colleague, now a Lieutenant in the Navy. 
“This,” he says, “is the best answer I 
have seen to the hysterical bigots who 
want to deport everyone with a Japanese 
name.” 

Let’s be honest. Let’s face the facts. 
There is an element of race prejudice in 
this thing. 

Farmers of California did resent the 
success of the Japanese truck gardeners 
and wanted them to get out. Communities 
elsewhere that have refused to take loyal 
young persons of Japanese blood have been 
moved by prejudice and war hysteria. 

It is time for us to look this thing in 
the eye and decide that we are going to do 
something right about it,

Missouri River development has been a 
historic objective of the Farmers’ Union.

Is Salvador Dali’s Latest Opus 


“Hidden Faces,’ by Salvador Dall. (Dial Press, New 

York.) 

Monsieur Dali, whose strange biography 
startled a simple and unsuspecting Ameri- 
can public last year, makes a second ex- 
cursion into the field of fiction. This time, 
he toys with what is supposedly French 
society before the collapse, but possesses 
all the chimerical qualities of a narcotic 
dream, It includes all the Dali trickery of 
living corpses, festering landscapes and 
aterile minds and ia illustrated with several 
pen-and-ink Dali doodles, 

The story ia of no importance. Nor are 
the posturing decadents who move about 
in a surrealist ballet, opening their mouths 
to make vast intellectual pronouncements 
which are singularly flat and purposeless, 
Altogether, the book resolves iteelf into a 
series of incredible Dali paintings wherein 
one may transfer interest from an effete 
Count to an emaciated mistress, a pervert- 
ed refugee or a blonde American girl who 
is wealthy beyond the dreams of European 
avarice, 


The structure of the book is amateurish 
and naive. Its technique, however, is Dali 
with supreme regard for detail, its figures 
balancing between flight and repose. The 
transiator assures us in his preface that 
the author worked diligently each day un- 
til the book was completed and that he 
himself weighed each word carefully to ex- 
tract the original meaning of racy French 
with Spanish flavor. , 

Perhaps one should be briefly vulgar and 
dispose of the book with a fervent “Nuts!” 
spoken under the breath. Yet there is 
something of importance in this colossal 
egotist who nonchalantly forgets his char- 
acters to praise his own paintings and 
whose delicate nostrils prefer the odor of 
the charnel house to that of the lily, He 
may not be usurping the niche so long 
occupied by the Marquis de Sade, but he 
is certainly giving that gent @ run for his 
money.

Dr. Charles W, Ramsdell, in giving the 
inaugural series in the Walter Lynwood 
Fleming Lectures at Louisiana State Uni- 
versity, presented the results of years of 
study of conditions behind the lines of 
the Confederacy. He felt that these condi- 
tions, which had been generally overlooked 
by others, explained the disintegration and 
collapse of the Southern cause, 

Dr. Ramsdell’s final tribute is that alk 
though the Lost Cause was doomed from 
the beginning, its gallant and courageous 
people upheld it until their whole eco- 
nomic and social order crumbled about 
them. They went on to the tragic end, 
aware of what was impending, without fal- 
tering, and “for that they will live, with 
honor, throughout history.” 

Bell Irvin Wiley, in his series in the 
Fleming Lectures, portrays the people who 
lived in the cabins and the huts, compris- 
ing the overwhelming majority in the 
South, who bore the brunt of the con- 
flict. The non-slave-holding whites who 
composed the bulk of the Confederacy’s 
fighting forces are pictured as naive, sus- 
,ceptible to prejudice, neglectful of sanita- 
tion, haphazard in dress and unpolished in 
manner, but endowed with a good measure 
of integrity, self-respect and courage. 

The author says that the plain people 
of the South, in richness of humor, in ~ 
strength of character and in stanchness 
of spirit, compared favorably with their 
better-privileged neighbors.

OF WAR DISCUSSED 


Lt. Col. T. B. Holliday Ad- 
dresses Meeting of Engi- 
neering Institute.

“This means,’ he _ continued, 
“that electrical apparatus canirot 
contribute interference to the 
proper performance of radio 
equipment. The electrical engi- 
neer must assume this responai- 
bility at the outset and take 
proper precautions in the original 
design so that unnecessary radio 
noise is not propagated through 
space or along the conductors. 

“Aircraft designers are dream- 
ing of the day when airplanes will 
be able to fly at altitudes of nine 
or 10 miles and this, combined 
with extreme range, will result in 
complicated problems of tempera- 
ture compensation.” 

He pointed out also the im- 
portance of minimum weight in 
equipment design. “In a military 
airplane,” he said, “a pound saved 
means three additional rounds of 
50 caliber ammunition can be 
carried. Any one of these three 
rounds might be the one which 
makes the difference between a 
safe return to base and not re- 
turning at all.” 

In an address to a sectional 
meeting of the convention, Dr. 
Gilbert. D. McCann, a lghtning 
engineer for the Weatinghouse 
Electric & Manufacturing Co., de- 
scribed methods used to trap split- 
second thunderbolt discharges to 
provide data for the construction 
of protective devices. 

He said that 20 years ago serv- 
ice was disrupted, at least tem- 
porarily, by nearly every one of 
50 lightning strokes that normally 
hit. a 50-mile power line each 
year, but that, due to develop- 
ment of protective apparatus, 
such lines now are not put out 
of service more than once every 
five or 10 years.

THIS GLOWING ACCOUNT of hypnotism is the type of 
journalistic effusion that makes physicians see red. Hypnotism 
is not a new instrument of modern psychiatry. Dr. Sigmund 
Freud utilized it and then discarded it 50 years ago,- for he 
found that better results could usually be employed without 
such a device. Like other psychologists and psychiatrists, I use 
it occasionally. When you normal people can’t think of a famil- 
lar name, but say it’s just on the tip of your tongue, you demon- 
strate what we call an emotional blocking of ideas. Sometimes 
this type of blockage can quickly be eliminated, as in the 
example of an amnesia patient, by use of hypnotism, though 
hypnotism isn’t even essential in that type of case.

TOO MANY AMERICANS are what I term “headline 
thinkers.” They jump to dramatic conclusions on the basis 
of a few fragments of facts, usually highly exaggerated. Or 
they distort a cautiously stated scientific precept and apply it 
indiscriminately to situations where it definitely does not fit. 
A young man recently applied for a job and cited as evi- 
dence of his ability, the fact that he had recently taken a 
civil service examination whereon he had rated second highest! 
That sounded big, until his prospective employer asked him 
how many had taken the examination. Then he hesitatingly ad- 
mitted that only two persons had done so! A writer or sales- 
man tends to look for headline stuff and distort facts in order 
to shock the readers or potential customers. This flair for 
hyperbole has some useful functions, but a practical American 
with horse sense must always season the startling new claims 
with a few shrewd queries.

HYPNOSIS IS an artificial sleep that can be induced only 
when the patient co-operates and actually wants to undergo 
such an experience. Even then most people cannot be hypno- 
tized until] after many attempts. Those who react so beautifully 
on the stage or before college classes have usually been care- 
fully selected and then rehearsed many times to train them to be 
hypnotized quickly. The chief value of hypnosis lies in the pa- 
tient’s ability to focus his attention on a single idea without 
the usual drain of attention by the waking distractions of 
noise and temperature, touch, smell, taste, etc. Thus, he can 
perform feats of strength not possible in the waking state, and 
can recall memories that aren’t easily accessible to his con- 
scious mind. But hypnosis does not build new habits, and thus 
make you a musician over night nor cure you of inferiority 
complexes that have driven you into alcoholism as an escape.

GRAVELING SAVES PAVEMENTS, 
CUTS COSTS, MEYERS SAYS 


Director of Streets and Sewers 
Arthur C, Meyers, in response to 
complamts and inquiries received 
by his department about the 
spreading of fine gravel and sand 
on asphalt streets, today ex- 
plained that this system of sur- 
face treatment of asphalt streets 
had proved highly successful and 
other cities are using the method. 

In the treatment, the _ street 
surface is washed clean, then 
liquid asphalt is applied. A mix- 
ture of small gravel and sand 
is then spread and the street is 
rolled with a power roller. 

“There are approximately 1100 
miles of streets of all types in 
the city and if we did not use this 
method on old asphalt type streets 
that are badly cracked, main- 
tenance would be beyond our con- 
trol,” Meyers said. “As it is, the 
process enables the department to 
keep up with maintenance, is a 
saving to taxpayers and definitely 
improves the atreeta, adding five 
or more years to the life of older 
pavements,”

Quinine to Fill 
Urgent Needs

HE announcement of the 
T successful synthesis of quinine 
# ig the most important advance 
in scientific medicine of the year. 
The sulfa drugs and penicillin 
are important enough, heaven 
knows, but their accomplishment 
is the history of a slow accumu. 
lation or bits of knowledge made 
by many different men, The syn- 
thesis of quinine was the work of 
one man, Robert B. Woodward, 
of Boston, although the man as- 
sociated with him, William E. 
Doering, gets credit for working 
out a number of technical de 
tails. 

It is hardly necessary to em- 
phasize the importance of the dis- 
covery. If the adage—Necessity 
is the Mother of invention”—had 
not already been said, it would 
have sprung into use to cover 
this case. 

Quinine is one of the few speci- 
fic drugs known to scientific 
medicine. A specific is a drug 
which has the property of killing 
off the cause of a disease without 
harming the body cells of the sick 
person, Quinine is specific against 
malaria. When dissolved in the 
blood and tissue juices it kills the 
malarial plasmodium at a certain 
stage of its development, but does 
not affect the red blood cells in 
the circulation or in fact stop the 
activity or injure any body cells.

MOST OF MY READERS will 
have to grasp the significance 
and importance of this discovery 
through their intellects, not their 
experience, because most of us 
live in the temperate zone, where 
malaria does not exist. Malaria 
is still endemic in and around 
New Orleans and the Southern 
states as far north as Arkansas, 
but it is not a terrifically serious 
health problem in this country. 
But in spite of that, malaria is in 
its own habitat the world’s great- 
est killer. Certainly one of the 
commonest and most frequent of 
human diseases. 

Quinine was first 
South America and the tree 
grows naturally there. The In- 
dians had known of it as a rem- 
edy for fever for untold ages. 
The Spanish conquerors in the 
seventeen century imported it 
into Europe, where it was used 
for all sorts of non-malarial dis- 
eases. In 1820 two French chem- 
ists, Pelletier and Caventou, iso- 
lated the fine drug quinine from 
the bark of the cinchona tree, 

For some reason or reasons too 
complicated to go into the fan- 
tastic situation developed that all 
the quinine in the world was 
grown in the Dutch East Indies. 
Climatic conditions are favor- 
able for a very good grade of 
quinine to be grown there, but 
not any better than in Central 
and South America, its natural 
habitat.

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BUT WE LET the opportunities 
of establishing quinine planta- 
tions in our near neighborhood 
go and when the Japanese con- 
quered the Dutch possessions in 
the South Pacific, we found our- 
selves in the position of having 
thousands of actual or potential 
malaria -cases on our hands and 
a slender supply of the means to 
treat it. And it takes from eight 
to 10 years to grow a tree fur- 
nishing a good yield of quinine. 
Plantations have been started in 
Guatamala and Brazil, but they 
are too late for this war. 

So the announcement that an 
efficient quinine can be artificial- 
ly synthesized in the laboratory 
comes as real news. 

Organic chemistry has made 
such strides that it took Wood- 
ward and Doering only 14 months 
to solve their problem. There had 
been some previous attempts and 
partial successes. In 1856 an 
Englishman, William Hervey 
Perkin, attempted the operation, 
but both the state of knowledge 
at that time and his technical 
equipment were too deficient. It 
has been said that /Perkin’s 
chances for success were about 
as good as those of a carpenter 
who tries to build a house at the 
foot of a hill by dropping the 
boards, nails, shingles, etc., from 
the hilltop. But he _ furnished 
Woodward and Doering with some 
valuable hints.

NEW YORK, Monday. 
VER the air there came yes 
()teraay the news of the tre- 
mendous gains of the Rus- 
sians. Marshal Stalin is quoted 
as prophesying the collapse of 
Germany at almost any moment. 

Of course, none of us can tell 
when that collapse will actually 
take place, but when it does take 
place, the months of planning 
which have been going on, first 
under the military § authorities 
covering their period of respon- 
sibility, and then under, the Unit- 
ed Nations relief and rehabilita- 
tion committee, will bear fruit. 

I could not help thinking again, 
however, of the steps which must 
follow. Do you remember an 
article which came out in the 
New York Sunday Times of Aug. 
15, 1943, written by Mr. Upton 
Sinclair, entitled “To Solve the 
German Problem—a Free State’? 
I mentioned it at the time, but 
have since reread it. He re- 
minded us that, on entering Eu- 
rope, we would find Germany had 
wiped out, during the war, the 
lines of competition among the 
different countries, had central- 
ized all industry, thus doing 
away with tariff walls, customs, 
etc., for the whole of Europe. 

In his article, Mr. Sinclair made 
the suggestion that, wherever 
Germany had concentrated this 
economic empire, we create a free 
state and set up a corporation 
made up of representatives of all 
the United Nations, to run these 
industries and manage this free 
state for the whole of Europe. It 
would be a non-profit undertak- 
ing planned along the lines of a 
great co-operative. This would be 
the most rapid way of providing 
people of Eurore with the things 
they must have to become self- 
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sustaining, Mr. Sinclair thought. 
He listed, as the immediate needs, 
farm machinery, textiles, process- 
ing plants, canning factories, rail- 
road rolling stock, automobiles. 
In fact, everything which people 
need to start again a peacetime 
economy would have to be cre- 
ated from scratch. 

Whether Mr. Sinclair’s idea of 
a free state and a non-profit cor- 
poration or co-operative organiza- 
tion is a good one or not, [ can- 
not tell. However, I am glad that, 
as much as a year ago, he threw 
out this challenge, for I am sure 
it must have started many com- 
petent people to work on the 
problem of how the people of 
Europe are to be provided with 
these necessities as rapidly as 
possible, It is obvious that it will 
take a long time to unscramble 
everything the Nazis have done, 
Therefore, if we can use what 
they have set up to the advantage 
of the whole of Europe, it is 
worth considering. 

Perhaps these plans have al- 
ready been made, but [I am sure 
the people of the world are anx- 
ious to know about them, for 
uncertainty on all of the prob- 
lems must weigh heavily on men 
and women all over Europe, and 
we too will be greatly affected by 
whatever is undertaken,

West, 
to his shame, did exactly that. He 
ducked the spade queen in the 
vague, far fetched hope that East 
had the king, and when declarer 
then led a second trump the de- 
fense ceased to exist. Nothing 
could stop South from discarding 
a heart loser on the club queen, 


Obviously, having established 
the club queen for the enemy, it 
was West's duty to kill that card 
as quickly and surely as he could, 
Thus, he should have grabbed the 
spade queen with the ace and led 
another club so that East could 
ruff away the queen. Then the 
defenders could sit back and wait 
for the heart tricks that would 
certainly come to them.
